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REPORTS OF BOARDS AND COMMITTEES. 



REPORT of board of missions. 

To the President and Members of the White River Conference : 

Dear Brethren — We, your Board of Missions, rejoice in being 
able to report a widespread and growing missionary interest at 
home, and encouraging progress abroad. Untoward conditions in 
Mexico and Korea have hindered the work, but our missionaries 
have been faithful and a substantial gain in membership is re- 
ported. 

The Sixty-seventh Annual Report of our General Secretary, 
Dr. W. W. Pinson, indicates enlarging opportunities for the Church, 
which call loudly for an increase in the force of missionaries and 
for better equipment. During 1912 thirty missionaries were sent 
out — eleven men and nineteen single women. The year has been 
signalized by the opening of our Congo Mission to which have been 
sent three missionaries and their wives. Since it would be impossi- 
ble to support the work without the income from specials we would 
call the attention of our people to this opportunity of advancing 
the interests of our Master’s Kingdom. We would urge the pastors 
of the Conference to raise the missionaiy assessments early in the 
year. From January 1 to September 1 of this year only $202.00 
was paid on these assessments by our Conference. Dr. Pinson in- 
formed us that this delay in payments throughout the Church neces- 
sitates the payment of $7,500.00 in interest annually, which could 
be saved by early remittances. 

We desire to urge our leaders, both lay and clerical, to give 
their hearty co-operation to the plan launched by the Mission 
Boards of the United States and Canada for a united missionary 
campaign to be conducted this winter in all cities of five thousand 
and over. Since the aim is to promote a simultaneous campaign 
in the early spring we believe it will result in great good for the 
spread of the gospel. 

A missionary institute was held in October in the Searcy Dis- 
trict with gratifying results. We recommend that such an institute 
be held in each district early next year.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

To the Bishop and Member of the White River Conference : 

Dear Brethren — We have carefully considered all the data 
that has been laid before us by those in charge of the various de- 
partments of our Educational work, and report the following items 
for your consideration: 

HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

This school continues to maintain and improve upon the high 
ideals of college life that it has maintained in the past. The 
resignation of Dr. A. C. Millar is the most important event in the 
history of the college the past year. We recognize, with proper 
appreciation the pre-eminent service he gave to the cause of Chris- 
tian education in our church of this state during the twenty-five 
years past, and we consider ourselves fortunate in securing as his 
successor Dr. J. H. Reynolds, whom we regard as a prince among 
Christian educators. The enrollment at present is two hundred and 
sixty, which is the largest in the history of the college, and among 
them we have thirty young men studying for the ministry. The 
religious life of the student body is of high order. We indorse the 
continuing of Dr. James Thomas as Commissioner of Education 
for Hendrix College. We approve the confirmation of the proposed 
charter amended to conform to the law of the Church. We recom- 
mend, first, that W. B. Hubbell be appointed business manager of 
the college; second, that J. W. Moore be appointed student to Hen- 
drix College. 

GALLOWAY COLLEGE. 

We note with pleasure the progress of Galloway College dur- 
ing the past year. The report of the president shows an increase 
of ten over the enrollment of last year. 
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The religious life of the school is genuine, for there were 
twenty conversions among the students last season. The College 
Sunday School is doing a fine work and has in connection with it a 
teachers’ training class conducted by the Superintendent. Every 
member of the student body and every member of the faculty has 
joined the Young Woman’s Christian Association this year. 

We commend in heartiest terms the work of Brother W. C. 
Watson, our Commissioner of Education for Galloway College. 
During the past year he has raised in cash, notes, and gifts in 
lumber a sum amounting to forty-eight thousand five hundred dol- 
lars. This is held in custody by the cashier of the Peoples Bank 
of Searcy. We want Brother Watson continued in this work. We 
ask the ministers and laymen to do all in their power to assist in 
raising the two hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars needed 1 
for the young womanhood of Arkansas. We indorse the plan of the 
Board of Trustees and the President in taking steps to celebrate 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of Galloway’s active work. We ask 
the ministers to co-operate with them in such plans as may be 
matured. 

Statistics for Conference Minutes are as follows: Value of 

property, $122,500.00; endowment $10,000.00; number of professors, 
22; pupils 195. 

GENERAL BOARD. 

We rejoice in the good work that is being done by the General 
Board of Education. The money raised and expended by this 
board has been more, and the results more satisfactory than any 
previous year in the history of the Board. We approve the educa- 
tional conference held by the board with the college presidents, and 
representatives of the several Annual Conference Boards of Educa- 
tion in January or February, 1914 and the appointment of Presi- 
dent X. M. Williams as our representative to that conference. We 
recommend, first, that the examining committees of our Confer- 
ence raise the standard of requirement and subject their classes to 
a more rigid examination on the courses of study; second, that our 
preachers and people give more attention to the distribution and 
reading of the literature of the General Board of Education. 

DEPARTMENT OF MINISTERIAL SUPPLY AND TRAINING. 

The Department of Supply and Training is doing a great and 
good work. The number taking instruction in the Correspondence 
School is greater than ever before in this department. 

We recommend, first, that all our undergraduates in the Con- 
ference be requested to prepare their courses of study in the Cor- 
respondence School; second, that some plan be devised to raise the 
much needed loan fund in our Conference. 
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SLOAN-HENDRIX ACADEMY. 

We are interested in the work of this school, and regard it as 
purely missionary in its efforts to gather in the untaught youth 
of the land, and to inspire them with the first principles of a 
Christian education, and to give them those high ideals that will 
cause them to go on to a college training. We heartily indorse 
Prof. J. C. Eaton as its principal and regard him as a high-toned 
Christian gentleman. 

We recommend, first, that we ask the General Board of Edu- 
cation to appropriate $500.00 to the running expenses of this school ; 
second, that J. L. McAmey be appointed trustee in place of Homer 
Sloan; third, that A. L. Platt be appointed to Southern Training 
School, and J. Q. Schisler be appointed a student to Vanderbilt 
University, and J. K. Farris be appointed Conference Secretary 
of Education; fourth, that the assessments on this Conference for 
education be as follows:

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

To the President and Members of the White River Conference: 

Dear Brethren — We deeply regret the fact that no one of the 
General Board is with us at the session of our Conference. We 
felt like we needed them with us. After a careful survey of the 
field we are glad to report that we have made some progress for 
the better in almost every department of our work. Dr. Chappell 
in his annual report informs us that there has been a very healthy 
increase in our work, both numerically and financially, and in every 
other way. An increased demand for our Sunday School literature 
and especially the latest additions thereto, such as the Training 
Course Adult Student. Dr. Chappell says that one of the most 
serious hindrances to our Teachers’ Training work is the use of 
courses outside of our own, or any other, church by organizers and 
teachers of so-called union classes, and in some instances pastors 
have given countenance to this movement. We regard it as a mat- 
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ter of first importance that our organized classes enroll in the 
Wesley Bible Class Department and thus enter into fellowship with 
all Southern Methodism. We are planning to hold institutes in 
every district during the coming year where we hope to more fully 
discuss these topics, and here, and now urge every pastor to see 
that his charge is well represented at these institutes. 

Children’s Day was observed by more of our schools than ever 
before. We regret to say, however, that several of our best charges 
have failed, or at least have not reported anything to this board. 
We have received on Children’s Day before coming to Conference 
$360.70, received from the Auditor $120.75, making a total of 
$481.45. Ten per cent of this is sent to the General Sunday School 
Board. By the advice of Dr. Chappell we are sending him for the 
Chair of Religious Pedagogy $200.00 out of this year’s collection, 
leaving a balance of $233.33. After providing for needy schools, 
including $75.00 for schools in New Mexico and expense of our own 
board, we had a balance from last year of $81.77, this will also go 
to the Chair of Religious Pedagogy. Programs will be furnished 
free, provided application is made to the secretary of this board.

Dear Brethren — We your committee on Bible Cause, submit 
the following report. We note with pleasure the increasing demand 
for the Word of God among the common people. And the untiring 
zeal, and efforts being put forth to meet this demand by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, and the British Bible Society in bringing the 
Word of God in reach and in possession of those who hear it not. 

We especially praise the American Bible Society for its work 
in the Southland. We refer especially to the work of Brother T. 
D. Hall in our own Conference, and note with pleasure the success 
with which he has met in circulating the Scriptures among the 
people.

TEMPERANCE COMMITTEE REPORT. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Conferciicce: 

We rejoice and congratulate ourselves because the temperance 
cause is stronger in Arkansas and the Nation than it has ever 
been. The Arkansas Legislature passed a law forbidding any 
county judge issuing liquor license unless he be presented a petition 
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signed by a majority of the white adult inhabitants in the munici- 
pality affected. 

Our National Congress passed the Webb-Kenyon Bill which 
leaves the regulation of the liquor traffic to the States, stripping it 
of Interstate Commerce protection. 

Your Committee would call especial attention to the fact that 
the provisions of our book of discipline are perfectly clear as to the 
relation of our ministers and members to the liquor traffic. We 
cite chapter 5, and especially paragraph 222, which provided a 
punishment for members signing liquor petitions or encouraging 
the liquor traffic in any manner, and recommend rigid enforcement 
of same. 

No person can be an acceptable member of our Church and 
have any alliance with this awful curse. 

We are in harmony with the National Anti-Sa'.oon League, 
declaring in favor of an amendment to our National Constitution, 
making it unlawful to sell or manufacture liquor in the’ United 
States and we request our senators and representatives to vote to 
submit this amendment to the States for ratification.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MEMOIRS. 

MRS. T. Y. RAMSEY. 

Mrs. Sue Carlisle Ramsey was born March 19, 1855, in Monroe 
County, Miss., and was married to Rev. T. Y. Ramsey, November 
20, 1877. To them four children were born, three of whom survive. 
Their daughter, Miss Sue, resides with her father in Batesville, 
and their two sons, R. P. and Carlisle, live in Little Rock. Sister 
Ramsey was a niece of Dr. J. C. Carlisle, President of Wofford 
College, South Carolina. 

The family came to Arkansas in 1901, when Brother Ramsey 
was located at Monticello. They moved from there to Winfield 
Memorial Church, Little Rock, where they served four years, then 
to Pine Bluff for four years, and then to Helena. After two years 
in Helena they moved to Batesville. 

Sister Ramsey had been in bad health most of the year, but 
her sickness was not thought alarming until only a day or two 
before her retirement from earth to be with God. This was May 
10, 1913. 

Our sister had the true spirit of an itinerant preacher's wife, 
her heart and life being devoted to the Church. During the thirty- 
six years of her married life she was ever by the side of her faithful 
husband in his joys and sorrows, in his perils and triumphs, ready 
to cheer and to help. It has been lonely for our good Brother 
Ramsey since she left, but like a faithful man of God he bears up 
bravely under the shadows. With a firm, unshaken faith in God 
he has been able to say, “Not my will but thine be done.” 

The funeral service was held in Winfield Memorial Church, 
Rev. P. C. Fletcher conducting the services. Former friends then 
rested the body in Mount Holly Cemetery.

MRS. CADESMAN POPE. 

Mrs. Pope’s maiden name was Sarah A. Cooper, and she was 
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born in Union County, South Carolina, February 28, 1841, so that 
she lacked only two months of being 72 years old. 

She married Rev. Cadesman Pope a little more than fifty-one 
years ago, and she shared all the fortunes and misfortunes of an 
itinerant’s career through all these years patiently, courageously, 
and faithfully, and she did so without murmuring or complaining. 
It has been my great pleasure, now and then, to touch the lives 
of these my life-long friends, and to be in their home, in joy and in 
sorrows, and I can truthfully say that Sister Pope has always borne 
herself like a true Christian. Hers was a genuine faith and it 
never failed her. 

She was converted and joined the Church under the ministry 
of Dr. A. R. Winfield in the summer of 1859 on a quarterly meeting 
occasion, and during all those years of more than a half century 
she never even looked back. 

Hers was a beautiful life, beautiful in faith, beautiful in con- 
sistency, beautiful in helpfulness, and beautiful in exit. And all 
through her Christian career she was happy. She was optimistic 
and always looked on the bright side of things. She was never 
obtrusive, but rather retiring in her nature, and even in her re- 
ligious life, very modest in her own estimate of her faith and vir- 
tues, but nevertheless her faith was something to be reckoned with, 
and you always knew where to find her. 

Mrs. Pope has been identified with our First Church congrega- 
tion in Memphis, and our people there greatly appreciated and loved 
her. I well remember what an inspiration it was to me to have 
her sweet, patient face in my congregation, and what rapt attention 
she always gave to the message of the day. It was a great privilege 
to minister to her in her last days, and to be comforted by her. 

She was a woman of the most refined thought and feeling. No 
one ever heard her speak a word with the most foreign suggestion 
of coarseness in it. On account of weakness her mind wandered 
in her illness toward the last, and she requested Dr. Pope to pray 
that she might not say anything indelicate in her mental aberra- 
tions. 

She loved the Church and was thoughtful of her welfare to 
the end. She insisted that her envelopes with her weekly offerings 
must be made every Sunday even though she were no longer able 
to go. One of her last requests was that $10.00 should be paid to 
the Woman’s Missionary Society out of some of her little savings 
to discharge an obligation she had assumed by a subscription. 

She fell asleep in Jesus December 26, 1912, in Memphis, Tenn., 
and her remains were borne to Zebulon, Ga., and there laid in the 
family plot by the side of her children and loved ones to await the 
resurrection of the just. 

“Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth : 
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Yea, saith the Spirit that they may rest from their labors; and 
their works do follow them.”
